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Chaucer’s Tomb. Westminster Abbey is the most 
famous, as well as ne of the most beautiful, ecclesiastical 
buildings in London. It was founded by Edward the 
Confessor, and reconstructed in the reign of Henry III. 
The building is rich in statues and memorials to great 
Englishmen, the most noted spot being the Poets’ Corner, 
in the centre of which is Chaucer’s Tomb, erected 150 years 
after his death. 
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
